“ AS HAS been the case in past 
years during tile operation of the 
Municipal Court, Council has nev­ 
e r appropriated tile annual amount 
requested in the operating budget 
subm itted to Council, and aa a re 
suit it has been necessary to make 
additional 
appropriations 
before 
the end of the year. This was true 
in the year 1958 and will also be 
true for tile y e ar 1959. Council cut 
the 1959 requested 
budget 
by

sum of $3,960. 
“ An estim ate can only be made 
as to the am ount of money neces

2 More Tax Bills 
Being Readied by

Senate M ajority Leader F ran k 
W. King 
(D-Lucas) 
said he

to boost corporation franchise taxes 
96 million dollars in the next bien­ 
nium. The other m easure is the 
omnibus sales tax bill. 
King 
was 
ready 
to 
put 
the 
franchise tax bill to a vote last 
Wednesday. He said he had the 
needed 17 votes 
for 
it 
but that 
one of the D em ocrats backed out 
and the bill w as not put on the 
calendar that day. 
The 
franchise 
tax 
bill, 
King 
said, m ust go to a vote before 
Jhe sales tax bill. They are in­ 
volved in a com prom ise to which 
DiSalle 
agreed. 
The franchise tax bill, as ap­ 
proved by the House, called for 
an increase of only 32 million dol­ 
lars in two years. 
The sales tax bill was stalled in 
the

because it contained provisions to 
put a sales tax on new farm and

m achinery.

NEW YORK (A P ) - F ederal 
agents have seized 21 delegates 
to the 1957 Apalachin, N Y , un­ 
derworld convention after one of 
the biggest federal crackdowns on 
a national syndicate which alleg­ 
edly 
controls 
organized 
crime. 
They are searching for six more 
of the delegates. 
Shortly after sunrise Thursday, 
agents 
began 
a 
coast-to-coast 
roundup in the wake of an indict­ 
ment charging the 27 with con 
spiracy to obstruct justice. Those 
seized were being held in bonds 
as high as $100,000 for appearance 
later in federal court. 
If c o n v i c t e d each defendant 
faces up to five years in prison 
Thirty-six other men surprised 
at 
the 
upstate 
conclave 
were 
nam ed in the indictment as con 
conspirators but not defendants. 
The

contends 
the 
delegates 
formed 
the 
executive 
board 
of 
“ the 
largest 
crim inal 
syndicate in the country.” 
The Apalachin meeting Nov. 14, 
1957, at the estate of Joseph B ar­ 
bara Sr., was broken up by New 
York state police. The latter could 
find no ch arg es for holding the 63 1 
delegates, 
who 
contended 
they 
merely “ dropped in” on the ailing 
B arbara.
